DYNAMITE GUNS. 
, ^ 
f 


fifteen Men IB Belays An Bewdred to 


Work Them. 


Dynamite gnus, such as are need upon 


the Vesuvius, are operated upon ,an en- 
tirely different principle froni the ordi- 
nary powder guns. They have engines 
and boilers and air compressors and 
coolers and all sorts of intricate ma- 
chinery in a house not for away, by 
which the projectiles are fired. The 
iynainite or gun cotton or explosive 
gelatin or whatever the explosive ma- 
terial may be is contained in the pro- 
jectile only. This projectile ia called an 
"aerial torpedo" by the manufacturers 
and is exploded by means of a fuse 
similar to any powder gun's. 


Dynamite or any other high explosive 


cannot be used in an ordinary cannon, 
because the powder would explode the 
dynamite before it left the gun, there- 
fore the system of using compressed air 
came into vogue as the only method of 
throwing dynamite to any distance. The 
air is compressed and passed along 
through various tu,bes before reaching 
the gun and is used at about 1,000 
pounds pressure to the square inch, 
which is much less than the power of 
powder. Dynamite will be exploded at 
about 5,000 pounds pressure to the 
square inch. These guns are enormous 
affairs, smoothbore, 60 feet in length, 
made of the best iron, in three sections, 
flanged and bolted together and support- 
ed on a steel carriage. The carriage is 
mounted upon a steel racing ring, so 
called, and the system of handling is by 
means of on electric motor. As these 
guns are covered Jay.-a* large number of 
patents they aro Very expensive, costing 
the government many thousands of dol- 
lars each. Fifteen men in relays are 
required to work them. 


The gunner stands upon a platform 


on the left side of the carriage, uses a 
fine telescopic sight, and when all is 
ready he pulls a lever which allows the 
compressed air to enter the gun, and 
the discharge takes place. These guns 
are all loaded at the breech; and the 
projectile is handled by a separate car- 
riage. The projectile is about 10 feet in 
length for the 15 inch gun, and when 
charged with 600 pounds of dynamite 
or gun cotton 
weighs fully 1,000 


pounds. It is a steel tube composed of 
walls three-sixteenths of an inch thick 
and has a spiral vane at the rear. The 
fuse is R foot in length and weighs 30 
pounds. This ftfse contains two'pounds 
and a half of dry gun cotton and a few 
grains of fulminate of mercury as a de- 
tonator. It is set to explode at impact 
or as the gunner may desire as to time. 
—Leslie's Weekly.

opposed to free coinage. 


The fact that Republicans and Dem- 


ocrats in Congress repeatedly com- 
bined to prevent the passage of meas- 
ures favorable to silver, did not deter 
the leaders of the old parties in Ne- 
vada from declaring at every recurring 
election for free ooinage, though those 
leaders knew, as did every intelligent 
person in the country, that they could 
not consistently call themselves silver 
men while affiliating with parties that 
were opposed to restoring silver to its 
place as a money metal. 


The Silver men charged that these 


old parties in Nevada bad no principles 
and were playing only for spoils. This, 
of course, the managers denied, but 
the action of the Republican Conven- 
tion two days ago proves that 37 of the 
67 members, including proxies, who 
composed that body, are out for spoils 
and spoils only. That majority tend- 
ered Dr. Patterson, the nomination for 
Governor, a position he did not seek, 
and refused to nominate him for Con- 
gress, a position which he sought and 
to which he alone aspired. 


Had the majority nominated Mr. 


Newlands or Mr. Wren for Congress- 
man and indorsed Mr. Stewart for the 
Senate, as these gentlemen are in ac- 
cord on the great issue of the day, they 
wonld have shown some devotion to 
principles, though not the principles 
of the National Republican partr, but 
the principles they laid down as the 
rule and guide of their faith in Vir- 
ginia City on May 10,1896, and could 
claim the merit of being consistent, 
but they made no Congressional nom- 
ination thereby proclaiming to the 
world that they have no principles up- 
on which a Congressional candidate 
could stand and they would not per- 
mit the thirty men in the Convention 
who had principles to embody them in 
the platform aud name a candidate 
who would defend them upon the plat- 
form in every town in the State.

Governor. Dr. Patterson, feeling that 
he was being outrageously treated in 
the house of his supposed friends, ad- 
dressed the convention and in a pointed 
speech expressed bis opinion of the ac- 
tion of the majority and at the close of 
his remarks withdrew from the body 
which refused him a nomination for a 
position for which there was no other 
candidate and which waa left blank on 
the ticket. That Dr. Patterson had 
very near'y half the convention and 
all the spectators with him was clearly 
manifested when he withdrew, but bis 
sympathizer!) remained in the conven- 
tion to see the farce through. 


Very many are now asking what the 


actions of the Democratic and Repnb- 
1 can State Conventions, or rather the 
majorities of those bodies, in making 
no nominations for Congressman, sig- 
nify. The one denounces the tariff 
bill and the other denounces free ooin- 
age, yet neither nominates a candidate 
for Representative in Congress, though 
a Congressman is the only person on 
the ticket who will have a voice in de- 
termining those questions.

Wall street in its eagerness to absorb 


more bonds has over-reached itself, 
and although the amount of bonds is- 
sued is but a small fraction of the 
amount bid for, yet the strain on Wall 
street-the associated banks ot New 
lork—hae been BO severe that to-day 
one-half of them are below their reserve 
limit of lawful money and are keeping 
open house because they control the 
financial policy of the Government, and 
the officials dare not enforce the law 
against them. 
Tbe Government will attempt to res- 


cue Wall street from the necessity t>f 
issuing clearing bouse certificates by 
buying bonds at a high premium and 
by paying- interest -on other bonds in 
advance.

Mr. Editor, the foregoing facts show 


that the finances of .this country are in 
a moat deplorable condition. Tbe Ad- 
ministration has been favored with the 
most favorable conditions that could 
ba imagined. Famine abroad and good 
crops at home has given us a trade bal- 
ance—for the last fiscal year—of $615,- 
000,01*0 in our favor. The production 
of gold has been the largest in the his- 
tory of the world, and yet times, to-a 
great majority of the people, are getting 
harder, prices of farm products are 
rapidly declining, woolen mills and cot- 
ton factories are closing down and our 
indebtedness to aliens is rapidly in- 
creasing.
